EXHIBITS FOR THE MUSEUM. 


No Lack of Valuable Articles to Be Secured 
| from the Fair. 

Many of the most valuable exhibits at the 

Exposition, from a historical and scientific 

point of view, have already been donated to 
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Commissioners only a few days ago declared 
the terms of the ordinance had to be com- 
plied with, and this would mean the removal 
of the Art Palace. But some of the Com- 
missioners say unofficially they favored re- 
taining that building. Recently there has 
grown a popular sentiment to that effect and 
they have been influenced by it. But they oecu- 
py a peculiar position towards the Exposition 
company. As the South Park Board they 
wish to make bargains with the World's Fair 
manegement and they are making no conces- 
sions which will interfere with making good 
bargains hereafter. 

The World’s Fair directors are willing to 
give the Art Palace ta the museum trustees. 
They may not give it outright, but sell it for 
$1. Such a course would obviate any difii- 
culty with the stockHolders. If the building 
and all the displays mentioned are given di- 
rectly the action must be ratified when the 
stockholders meet next April. Until that 
time the museum trustees will hoid the dona- 
tions in trust.

It is anticipated that great 
liberality will be shown by the Exposition 
stockholders. Mr. Elisworth said yesterday 
every man in it, whether his hoidings were 
large or small, said: You can have all my 
stock. 

The Trustees of the Museum will meet at 
12:80 o'clock today at the Union League 
club. If an election be held Mr. Ayer, it is 
understood, will be chosen President. 

No one has been seriously considered yet as 
Curator of the museum, Prof. Putnam, some 
of his friends say, should be given the posi- 
tion as he Was the real originator of the idea. 
When Col. Davis named him as Department 
Chief over two years ago the Professor de- 
clined to come to Chicago to build up a tem- 
porary museum in the Department of Eth- 
nology. It was only after he was assured that 
a permanent institution would probably grow 
out of the Exposition that he agreed to take 
charge of the department. 


MODESTY OF THOSE WHO HAVE GIVEN. 


Mr. Field Makes Light of His Great Gifte 
Mr. Pullman Full of Hope. 


Marshall Field seemed inclined to make 
light of his munificent gift to the Columbian 
Museum when questioned about it yesterday. 
Mr. Field said: 

„Really now, I do not care to discuss the 
museum question at all. It would please me 
if you would say nothing about it at present. 
Everything has not been settled as yet. When 
the time comes Ture Trisune will undoubt- 
edly get all the facts in regard to the enter- 
prise, but at present I would prefer that my 
name be kept out of it entirely.” 

„Les,“ said George M. Pullman yesterday, 
„I have subscribed $100,000 on condition 
that an additional $400,000 is secured, and I 
anticipate no difficulty and little delay before 
the whole amount is subscribed. Chicago 
business-men are always liberal in such enter- 
prises, and I think Chicago owes_ its success 
to that characteristic in its citizens. The 
time for bluster and brag about the greatness 
of Chicago is past. The city speaks for itself. 
It is no longer necessary to make compari- 
sons between this and other cities. Even 
New York’ is no longer a rival in the true 
sense of the word. It has been well said that 
Chicago will be the London of America and 
New York will be the Liverpool. Such men 
as Mr. Field deserve all praise for their noble 
acts. One million dollars could not be spent 
in a better eduse either for the benefit of the 
city or the public. He has had this in mind 
for a long time, and spoke to me of the plan 
two or three years ago, and on that 
occasion we decided to aid the groject when 
the proper time came. We don’t care to be 
quoted as saying much about the money in 
question, but I cannot say too much in favor 
of the plan as a whole. I want to see it suc- 
ceed and believe it will. It would be unlike 
the Chicago people to allow such an opportu- 
nity to escape them. The museum can be 
made the most attractive as well as most valu- 
able of all institutions of the kind, From an 
educational! standpoint the collection will be 
invaluable. Located, as it is, near the new 
Chicago University, it will be an addition to 
the features of that enterprise.

They have received promises from a number 
of railway companies, boat builders, and for- 
eign Commissioners that their displays or 
parts of them shall remain and be the means 
of teaching coming generatéons how ideas 
were expanded in building vehicles until the 
marvels of the present day were achieved. 

Dr. H. L. Hornsby, Assistant Chief of the 
Department of Electricity, speaking for Chief 
John L, Barrett, said they were both greatly 
interested in the proposed museum, but it 
was a remarkable fact that there was very 
little in their immense building that would 
be valuable to a museum. 

J. W. Collins, Chief of the Fisheries Depart- 
ment, said he had letters from a large num- 
ber of éxhibiters in his department in answer 
to his circulars, and was overwhelmed with 
the generosity shown. 

There has been no great number of exhib- 
its in the agricultural department given to the 
Columbian Museum,“ said Chief Buchanan. 
The difficulty is that the exhibits that would 
be valuable to the museum are for sale. Some 
things, however, have been given, including 
many Valuable articles, but of course not any- 
thing like what should be obtained.“ 

As soon asa Columbian Museum became 
assured E. E. Ayer, who took an active inter- 
est in the project from the start, presented his 
entire North American Indian curiosity col- 
lection. This display isin the Ethnological 
Department and occupies the entire north end 
of the building. Variously estimated to be 
worth from 570,000 to $100,000 it probably 
could not be replaced at an; price. 

A rough estimate as to the material at hand 
to be placed in- the building after next week 
places the money value of it at over halfa 
million dollars. The historical value of many 
of the articles and collections offered ig diffi- 
cult to determine, but it is great. Many of 
the States are eager to have their displays 
perpetuated, as are also the! foreign govern- 
ments. 

Along with the property of the Fair availa- 
ble for museum purposes are many groups of 
statuary about the grounds. The idea is to 
select the best of the collection and also many 
models which have been preserved. It has 
been suggested that as a centerpiece to the 
palace the Court of Honor be reproduced and 
thus save the artistic features of that archi- 
tectural exhibit. The idea contemplates a 
30 by 100 foot model, with the fountains and 
lagoon asa gold fish aquarium. This has 
been only an idea, however, as no plans for 
decoration have been made or discussed. 

The intention is to make in Jackson Park 
the most perfect scientific museum on the 
continent, starting with the material the Fair 
has pjaced within reach. It is said this mu- 
seum would show the best work among the 
world’s scientists for the last ten to thirty 
years.

The Art Palace, which probably will be se- 
cured for the permanent home of the Colum- 
bian Museum, has often been declared to be 
the architectural gem of the Exposition.

Under the pres- 
ent law the Park Commissioners have not the 
richt to charge any admission whatever. At 
the forthcoming election voters will have a 
chance to specify whether or not this shall be 
changed and the Commissioners given the 
right to charge admission three or four days 
each week.

Proposed authorization of the —— Park Com- 
missioners to purchase or erect museums and to 
maintain thé same by admission fees on certain 
days only. 

The McMurdy act, under which this action 
is taken, specifies that admission to the mu- 
seurn shall be free at least two days in the 
week, The admission fee shall not exceed 25 
cents for adults and 10 cents for children. It 
further grants the privilege of free admission 
to pupils and teachers in the public schools.

I 
myself realize the fact that it would be the 
greatest thing imaginable for Jackson Park 
and will do all.I can to have it brought about. 
Of course we Commissioners as business-men 
must look to it that there will be no extrava- 
gant expenditures. However, Ihave no d bt 
proper arrangements can be made whereby a 
too large expenditure of money need not be 
made by us. It is certainly a grand thing and 
will add immeasurably to the success of Jack- 
son Park as an attractive place.

THREE ENAMEL VASES ARE MISSING. 


They Are Valued at $1,500 and Disappear 
from Hayashi Tadamasa’s Exhibit. 
Three cloisoniess enamel vases, or bottles, 
valued at $1,500, were stolen from the Art 
Gallery at the Fair some time between 9 
o’clock Thursday night and yesterday morn- 
ing. The vases were in the Japanese section 
and in the exhibit of Hayashi Tadamasa in 
the gallery of the east court of the central 
eS. Thursday night, as usual, the Art 
allery was open to the public until 10 
o'clock. At 9 o’clock Messrs. Wren and 
Keith passed the case in which the vases were 
exhibited. Atthistime they were in their 
proper positions and were seen and admired 
by the men. Yesterday morning, when the 
attendants reached the exhibit and prepared to 
arrange it for the day, the loss of the vase 
was discovered. The stolen vases are no 
large and could easily have been carried aw 
in a pocket ofa small boy. The most valua- 
ble one is of a peculiar shape, having a waist 
or narrow part just above a point midway 
from top to bottom. The vase is of silver 
covered with a translucent green enamel. It 
is five inches in height and is valued by its 
owner at $600. Another stolen vase is six 
inches high and made of copper, covered with 


an opaque green enamel of the shade known 


as “vert de jade.“ The other vase is 
seven and one-half inches high and is also 
of copper, covered with a marbeled pink 
enamel. The vases were mude by Namikowa 
Sosuke, said to be the most expert artist in 
enamel in Japan. He is regularly employed 
by the Mikado and his works are in demand 
always and bring fancy prices. The peculiar 
form and color of the vases will make it ex- 
ceedingly difficult for any one to dispose of 
them, as any dealer would at once recognize 
their great value. The person who took the 
vases, however, showed himself to bean ex- 
pert, as he picked the three high priced ones 
from a collection of 100 which was in the 
case.

The story of 
Smith, in brief, is that the Holstlaw brothers 
accused him of robbing their father, that they 
took him into the woods, demanded the 
money and a confession, showed him a bed 
sheet in which they proposed to mantle his 
lifeless body, and the spade which was to dig 
his grave. Then they tickled his nose with a 
revolver. When he denied the charge the 
brothers pinioned Smith’s arma, according to 
Smith’s story, circled his neck with a rope, 
** h’isted ” him with the same, and swung him 
in the autumnal blast. When he failed to 
weaken they let him down, accused him 
again, andthen suspended him from a pro- 
jecting limb. Still failing to weaken Smith 
was let down once more, unpinioned and set 
at liberty. 

Smith Retains “Tom” Merritt, 


For several days thereafter the yeomanry 
talked of the incident,“ as one farmer char- 
itably put it to a correspondent of Tus Tu. 
ung, and wondered what should be done to 
wipe out the stigma. While the farmers were 
discussing the best means Smith retained ex- 
Senatoc Merritt to institute such legal pro- 
ceedings as would, he hoped, deal with the 
Holstiaw brothers and at the same time ex- 
culpate him. the said Smith, from those dark 
suspicions which stringing a man up in a tree 
is calculated to engender.

Put a Sleuth on the Scent. 


It is said that the Holstlaw brothers, learn- 
ing of the loss, at once suspected Fred 
Smith. Farmer Holstlaw, on the contrary, 
did not believe it. The brothers Holstiaw 
concluded to put a detective on the case, 
There was a horse doctor and trainer in this 
vicinity at the time who claimed to have sec- 
ond sight and to be a mind-reader. The 
horse doctor sleuth was put on the case.

He, the sleuth, lived in the 
city. He invited Smith to come to the city 
the see the sights and leave the humdrum of 
the country to hustle without him. Smith 
did not bite atthe plum. He actually said 
the country was good enough. That ended 
the detective business. 

Smith says that D. W. Holstlaw and his 
brothers om, Dick, Marjon,’ and Wesley, 
came to him one day in theWeld and asked 
him to come down in the hollow to help on a 
job. When he arrived, he alleges, he saw the 
bed sheet and shovel. He was told that his 
grave was about to be dug. In fact he 
charges that the digging of the grave had be- 
gun. Trouble, they assured him, could be 
avoided if he would confess that he had de- 
spoiled the bee gu of their father’s weal 
and turn up the money. He denied the ac- 
cusation and told of the hanging exercises. 
He says he might be mistaken about some 
things, but that aftera man has been pulled 
off the earth by a rope he never forgets it. 


No Money to Give Up. 


“Then,” says Smith, Representative 
Holstlaw pulled out a revolver and put it un- 
der my nose. He told me if I had any dying 
words to send to my relatives and friends he 
would take them down and send the messages 
for me; that the next pull 1 was a ner. 
Then he accused me again and I told him I 
was innocent. Then they held a caucus and 
one of them told me that if I would turn up 
the money they would give me enough to get 
away ftom the country, and that they would 
see to it that I was not prosecuted. I told 
them that I had no money to turn 25 They 
yanked me over the limb again and | swung 
there till I got dizzy; then they lowered me 
and told me to go, which I did.’

His wife, his sister, 
Mrs. Henry Botsford, his niece, Mrs, Arthur 
Meeker, his brother, A. G. Schwartz, and 
other members of his family were at his bed- 
side when he died.
